The lion and daughter-in-law 
of a man facing: trial on murder 
charges of an alleged Mafia chief- 
tian, were arrested on book- 
making charges Friday afternoon.

Det. Sgt. Don Hamilton and 
sheriff's vice squad officers broke 
their way into the home of Ben 
Thwaits, 21, 2847 W. 280th St., 
where they arrested him and his 
wife, Kay, 21.

Investigators said they crashed 
through the door with a batter­ 
ing ram after they placed bets 
over the telephone with the pair. 

Inside the house, they said they 
found betting markers and other 
bookmaking evidence.

Ben Thwaits, who listed his oc­ 
cupation as a gambler on his 
hooking slip, was identified as 
the son of John Henry Thwaits, 
who was arrested on murder 
charges, along with four other 
persons, for the slaying of Tony 
Mirabile, San Diego tavern own­ 
er, and reputed leader in the Ma­ 
fia.

Recommendations for chang­ 
es in Torrance Municipal Bus 
Lines will be made Tuesday by 
a committee which haa been 
studying money-losing opera­ 
tions of the system.

Councilman J. A. B e a s 1 e y 
said that the bus line probably 
will go into the red by $55.000 
during the current fiscal year.

He said that commuters pro­ 
testing the proposed elimina­ 
tion of the Torrfmce to down­ 
town Los Angeles run would 
probably undorstaAd the neces- 
sity for cutting service better 
if they realized the cost.

The transportation committee 
of the City Council recommend­ 
ed stopping the Loe Angeles 
run at 102nd St. and Vermont 
Ave., where transfers can be 
made with MTA busee and 
street cars.

The Long Beach run also will 
be short-circuited at Avalon 
Village under the proposal.

Beasley insisted that service 
will not be cut within Torrance 
and that better service is pro­ 
posed for West Torrance.

Chemical 
Bombing 
of Home

Throe homo-made chemical 
bombs were hurled through ft 
resident's home Thursday night, 
but both he and his wife escaped 
uninjured.

Police immediately probed a 
connection between the attack 
and a labor dispute at Parker 
Aircraft, Tnglewood, where the 
victim, Marvin Farrington, 89, is 
employed as a lathe and hone 
specialist.

Officers said that three glasses 
filled with an a* yet undeter­ 
mined chemical, and taped over 
the top, were thown into the 
house nt 18322 Prairie Ave. at 
about 11:80 p.m. Thursday. 

Through Windows
Two of the missiles crashed 

through the livingroom win­ 
dows while another was tossed 
at the bedroom. Farrington and 
his wife were In another part 
of the home at the time.

Police said that Farrington 
had been going to work at the 
aircraft plant despite a strike 
called by the Internalional As­ 
sociation of Machinists. The 
strike has been in progress 
since May 8.

Investigators said there had 
been attacks or threats against 
other non-striking employes,. 

Seek Analysis
Samples of the chemical were 

forwarded to the sheriff's crime 
laboratory for analysis. Al­ 
though the liquid chemical waa> 
not as yet known, one witness 
said there was a smell of am­ 
monia.

Neither Farrington nor hit 
wife heard sounds of an auto 
after the attack. The two glass­ 
es hurled through the living- 
room landed inside, while the 
one tossed against the bedroom 
window landed outside of the 
house.

Parker officials said they 
heard reports of other violence 
during the past two days. "The 
company also claims that a 
number of employes have Ig­ 
nored the picket lines around 
the plant, which they say i« 
working at near top capacity.
